Door Won't Be Shut.

RADAR CAN DETECT 
HIGH-FLYING OBJECT 
1000 MILES AWAY 


Big Problem Now Is Low- 
Flying Missile Such as 
V-1 Buzz Bomb. 


— — 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (UP) — 
An Army signal corps official said. 
today that radar ranges have 
been extended so far beyond those 
of World War II that it is now 


possible to detect high-flying mis- 
‘siles 1000 miles away. 

Norman A. Abbott, essistant 
chief of the Army Signal Corps 
Radar and Meteorological Branch, 
discussed recent radar improve- 
ments in an interview. 

He said the big problem is long 
range detection of low-flying at- 
tack planes or missiles. Radar 
waves, like other micro-waves 
such as television, travel in 
straight lines. They do not fol- 
low the curvature of the earth as 
do longer radio waves. : 

Signal Corps radar experts have 
succeeded in getting a range up 
to 1000 miles at an angle, Abbott 
said. With such range they can 
intercept an object far above the 
earth. In this way, high flying 
objects such as the German V-2 
bomb could be detected, he said. 

But the hardest nut to crack is 
radar detection of guided missiles 
like the Vi buzz bomb which fly 
at 5000 feet or lower.

Walter Sheets, Arizona highway 
patrolman, said: “I saw eight men 
leaving the crash area, dazed and 
shaken. Miraculously, all were 
walking and did not appear*to be 
badly hurt although one of them 
obviously was suffering from 
burns. I didn’t bother asking them 
the cause of the crash, being more

INON-EXPLOSIVE 
GAS: TANK INVENTED 
BY PILOT’S FATHER 


‘Collapses Like an Accordion’ 
as Plane Uses Up Fuel 
Supply. 


Dec. 17 (UP)— 
The father of a bomber pilot has 
obtained a patent on the first col- 
Japsible, non-explosive fuel tank 
for aircraft. . 

That was my son’s chief fear 
when he went overseas five years 
ago—that a bullet would explode 
his gasoline tank,” Henry W. Lo- 
renz, of Bayside, N. Y., said. “I 
asked myself why» we couldn't 
have a non-explosive gas tank. So 
I set out to invent one, and I did. 

“The present conventional tank 
is a bomb. Forty-five people 
have been killed recently in air- 
plane explosions.and accidents. A 
non-explosive fuel tank might 
have saved some of those lives.” 

The reason for fuel tank ex- 
plosions, he said, is that in all 
present tanks air enters the tank 
through a vent to replace. used 
fuel and forms an explosive mix- 
ture of 1 and gasoline. 

“A full tank can’t explode,” 
Lorenz said, “and my tank is al- 
ways full. It’s made of synthetic 
rubber and is airtight. It col- 
lapses like an eccordion as the 
tank is emptied.” 

He started working on the tank, 
Lorenz said, in 1942 after he saw’ 
his son, Capt. William Lorenz, of 
the Air Forces Reserve, off for 
Europe to fly B-17 bombers,. 


BOAT WITH BREATHER TUBE 
UNDER WATER TWO WEEKS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
An American submarine remained 
under water off New England re- 
cently for “a couple of weeks” and 
could have stayed there much 
longer, R. Arm.

MANY ARBITRATION LEADERS 
TOLEDO PLAN 


HERE FAVOR 


Junior Chamber of Commerce Poils Former 


WLB Members — 


23 Are For Ohio 


Method and Five Against. 


Many St. Louisans who have 
served as public, management or 
labor representatives in War 
Labor Board arbitration proceed- 
ings believe that creation of a 
labor - management-citizens com- 
mittee modeled after the Toledo 
plan would promote industrial 
harmony here. 

This was one of the findings in 
a survey of attitudes toward arbi- 
tration made public today by the 
labor-management committee of 
the St. Louis Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. It sent questionnaires 
to 93 persons here who have served 
the WLB as board or panel mem- 
bers. 

In Toledo, a committee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and con- 
sisting of six representatives each 
from labor, management and the 
public has had notable success in 
forestalling strikes. On the ad- 
visability of forming such a com- 
mittee here, 23 of those polled fa- 
vored the plan, while five did not 
agree. 

Asked whether arbitration 
should be by a single nonpartisan 
individual, a board of nonpartisan 
members or a tripartite board 
composed of employer, worker and 
public representatives, 20 of those 
answering preferred the tripartite 
board, 11 preferred a single non- 
partisan arbitrator, and three pre- 
ferred a board of nonpartisan in- 
dividuals. 

Arbitration Obstacles. 


Normally, arbitration proceed- 
ings are conducted informally and 
with considerable flexibility. This 
is desirable, 21 of the arbitrators 
stated, some going even further 
and terming informality absolute- 
ly essential. Six questioned the 
value of such informality. 

The following factors, in ,the 
order listed, were considered 'the 
most important obstacles to arbi- 
tration: 

Failure to exhaust possibilities 
of settlement before resorting to 
arbitration. . 

Inadequate or improper pro- 
visions for arbitration in the col- 
lective bargaining agreement. 


Lack of preparation. 


Lack of understanding of the | 


nature of arbitration. 
Improperly drawn submission 
agreements. 
Lack of desire to utilize the 
arbitration process. 
Lack of good faith, 


One arbitrator who had served 
as a public representative ex- 
pressed the opinion that costs in- 
volved constituted a principal rea- 
son for failure to make full use of 
arbitration. “Industry, as a gen- 
eral rule, is perfectly willing to 
arbitrate and pay the cost,” he 
said, “but this is not so in the case 
of unions.” 

Adequate provisions are made 
for apportionment of costs in the 
arbitration agreement, 21 of those 
answering. stated, while six dis- 
agreed. An overwhelming major- 
ity—28 to one—said parties should 
decide apportionment of costs be- 
fore arbitration. In response to a 
different question, however, seven 
persons indicated they believe the 
arbitrator should have the power 
to apportion costs between the 
parties in such proportions as he 
deems fair. Those favoring pre- 
determination generally favored 
sharing of costs on a 50-50 basis. 

Suggestions for Betterment, 

Suggestions for improving arbi- 
tration included education on arbi- 
tration, improvement. selecting 
arbitrators, encouragement of vol- 
untary co-operation, clearly writ- 
ten contracts and “a law with 
teeth to bring about enforcement 
of arbitration agreements.” 

As to effect of arbitration upon 
collective bargaining, 21 persons 
believed adequate provisions had 
been made for attempting to set- 
tle disputes prior to arbitration, 
and these provisions generally had 
been followed. 

On the other hand, 11 of those 
answering felt that the provision 
for arbitration in some instances 
has. impeded real collective 
bargaining, and seven believed 
future collective bargaining has 
been jeopardized in some cases by 
insistence on arbitration.

The executive committee of the 
Municipal Airport Commission 
will de called into session soon to 
evolve a program in line with the 
recommendation of the Govern- 
mental Research Institute for a 
separate independent agency to 
handle all aviation matters for the 
city, Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
said yesterday. 

The Mayor gave his indorse- 
ment to the report, which was 
prepared at his request and which 
termed the present division of 
authority over aviation matters 
between different branches of the 
city government a major handicap 
in the development of an aviation 
program for the city.

The wage increase, he said, 
“covers only 9029 of the AFL 
workers and if divided among all 
people would amount to an hourly

@ person.” 


The company had no comment 


on the offer, but earlier in the 
day Colwell quoted management 
negotiators as saying: “The union 
is entitled to no increase at all.

The delay of St. Louisans in 
mailing greeting cards and gift

Representative Knutson, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, seems

Holes Like a Sieve 


This, of course, is the old high-protection 
argument in its purest form. It is as full 
ot holes ag a sieve, For example, a coun- 
try'’s standard of living is not determined 
by its wage scale, as measured in dollars, 
pounds or frances, but by what the money 
will actually buy. Mr. Knutson takes no 
account of the fact that any additional 
foreign goods which lower tariffs might 
admit to this country automatically would 
tend to make that particular commodity 
cheaper in our home market—and thus to 
bring it within the reach of more of our 
own wage earners. 

The committee chairman appears to con- 
sider every import as an inherent evil, 
and he implies that we should fix each 
rate of duty so as to eliminate the differ- 


ence in the production costs abroad and 


here. This principle completely ignores the’ 


fact that there is no such thing as a sin- 
gle cost of production for most articles 
produced in different parts of America, 


Indeed, the only logical method of ap- 
plying the cost-of-production standard would 
be to establish separate tariff schedules 
for each state or even county. Moreover, 
under that theory there is no end to the 
uneconomic industries which would have a 
valid claim to such protection. We could 
grow hothouse oranges in Kansas City if 
there were a 8 ently high duty on 
the fruit we ship in. But few Kansas 
Citians could afford to buy them. 


Again, Mr. Knutson talks about our high 
wage scale and the low wage scales pre- 
valling elsewhere as if these were the con- 
trolling factor in calculating cost of pro- 
duction. But our producers have competed 
successfully with their rivals in 
countries, because our equipment and meth- 
ods of production are so much auperior. The 
truth is that the efficiency of labor is at 
least. ak important in determining produc- 
tion costs as the wages paid to, that labor. 


Disregards the Gains 


Perhaps the most striking feature of Mr. 
Knutson’s statement, however, is his refer- 
ence to the “nebulous” tariff and other 
trade concessions we obtain undér the new 
agreement in return. Without further ex- 
planatioh, he completely discounts the fact 
that 22 nations have agreed to lower their 
barriers to a vast range of American 
ports. 80, in practice, he looks only at 
those relatively inefficient American indus- 
tries which might not be able to meet for- 
eign competition if their present protection 
were disturbed, He says nothing about the 
many efficient industries which stand to 
secure new markets abroad by the recipro- 
cal nature of the latest international trade 
agreement. .

Three Clergymen, Three Phy- 
sicians Take Part—Work of 
War Chaplains Cited.’ 


A conclusion that religious sup- 
port in times of illness is a tonic 
to the spirit that can be pre- 
scribed but not filled by the phy- 
slelan was reached by three 
clergymen and three physicians 
who participated in a panel dis- 
cussion on the relationship of re- 
ligion to medicine last night. 

The panel, which met at the 
St. Louis Medical Society's audi- 
torium, 3839 Lindell boulevard, in- 
cluded Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isser- 
man of Temple Israel; the Rev. 
J. J. Flanagan, St. J., of St. Louis 
University; the Rev. R. M. Dutton, 
pastor of Delmar Baptist Church, 
and the three physicians, T. K. 


Llewellyn Sale, the society’s presi- 
dent-elect. 5 

Dr. McMahon, associate profes- 
sor of medicine at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, discussing the work of 
chaplains at service hospitals in 
World War II, said: “The. medical 
officers who served with the chap- 
lain were aware of and grateful 
for the spiritual aid which the 
chaplains brought to the problems 
of.the sick and the wounded. The 
spiritual aid served in many cases 
to supplement, in many others to 
complement and in some cases to 
supplant the medical care. The 
mental and spiritual return to the 
realities of the prewar lives of 
some of these men was often 
brought about more quickly and 
more completely by spiritual 
means than by medical aid.” 

Dr. Brown and Dr. Sale also felt 
that the work of the minister and 
that of the physician could be 
complementary. 

“Fifty to 75 per cent of the work 
of doctors “ahd ministers over- 
lap,” Dr. Brown said. “Both fol- 
low the principle of ‘do no harm,’ 
because God, working through na- 
ture, can heal the patient.” 

Dr. Sale said religion had a 
definite relationship to medicine 
and “in times of stress, includ- 
ng illness, the support of religion 
can fill a real need.” 

Father Flanagan said he saw no 
competition between religion and 
medicine, as both “are co-operat- 
ing for the good of the patient. 
Religion,” he said, “is interested 
in the health of the body because 
of the dignity of man, a Creature 
of God.”

Many 
of the common food items that 
produce allergies in the United 
States, such as wheat, milk, eggs 
and chocolate, are used 'infre- 
quently in Japan; he pointed out. 

Less House Dust in Japan, 
House dust, a common cause of 
American alleceies, is not a factor 
in producing hypersensitivity in 
Japan, Dr. Alford found, chiefly 
because of the different living 
‘habits of the Japanese. Al- 
though scientists are not clear 
as to the exact composition of 
house dust, it is generally thought 
to be a deterioration product of 
such substances as feathers, cot- 
ton, wool and animal danders. 
Since the Japanese house has no 
rugs, drapes, mattresses or pillows 
and are furnished very sparingly, 
sensitization from house dust is 
virtually unknown, he said.

On 
the other side, we maintain a 
strong defense of our own capa- 
ble of discouraging threats to the 
peace anywhere.” 

If this progtam works, Austin 
raid, the Communist parties out- 
side the Soviet Union “will disin- 
tegrate” and economic isolation- 
ism will become highly unattrac- 
tive to eastern Europe.”

IT am an oyster stew man my- 
self. As boys in Oregon, my 
brother and I ate oysters raw, 
fried and baked,’ but we liked 
them best in a rich stew. We ate 
those small succulent oysters from 
Puget Sound and the long-necked 
oyster clams from the Newport 
beaches. Grandpa Hoyt was an 


, oyster stew man, too. He was 
ready at any time—breakfast,' 


lunch, dinner or midnight snack— 
to get out his pans and do his 
stuff. He wouldn’t let the women 
folk make his stews; swore they 
were too stingy with the oysters 
and the butter, . 

The old man scorned the con- 
ventional method of concocting 
the stew, oysters, hot milk, but- 
‘ter, salt and pepper. That to him 
was a feeble dish, although, right 
today, I find it plenty good 
enough. His own stew, which was 
somethifig to dream about, went 
like this: 

Take two tablespoons of butter 
and the same amount of flour and 
mix it well in a saucepan over the 
fire, Add @ large, chopped onion 
and brown all. Cook three dozen 
oysters in their. own liquor until 
the edges begin to curl a bit. Add 
half the oysters and the liquor to 
the onion mixture, pour in a quart 
of milk, a large hunk of butter, 
a bay leaf, salt and pepper. Chop

Physician on 
The Removal 
Of Tonsils

RAINAGE, other than wax, 
DD trom the ear cafial is never 
normal Such drainage may 
result from infections of the ear 
drum or mastoid bone, from ab- 
acesses in the ear canal, or from 
fungus infections of this area. 
These fungus infections of the 
ear canal were particularly prev- 
alent in service men in the Pacific 
area, and there are frequent re- 
currences, Often these men got 
aqcustomed to the ear discharge, 
and when additional infections oc- 
cur they are not aware of them. 
Prompt treatment is most es- 
sential, before the infection causes 
too much structural damage, and 
to prevent the condition from be- 


When should a per- 
son get his tonsils out? 

Answer: Tonsils should not be 
taken out as a routine measure, 
However, there are certain defi- 
nite indications which warrant 
their removal. After one has had 
quinsy (large abscess in and 
around the tonsil), pus may be- 
come embedded deeply. This pus 
may not only serve to keep the 
tonsils inflamed, but may also act 
as a point of infection from which 
pus may reach other parts of the 
body. Arthritis, neuritis, and kid- 
ney diseases may follow. 

e streptococcus, a deadly type 
of organism, may find lodging in 
the folds and crypts of the tonsils. 
The tonsils may stay inflamed, 
and this infection may involve the 
other structures of the throat. 
This may likewise serve as a focus 
(point), from which these organ- 
isms, or the exotoxin (chemical 
discarded by them), may travel 
through the blood stream to other 
points in the body, and do much 
harm, 

The large size of the tonsils 
may. lead to trouble in surround- 
ing structures. By pressing the 
inner ear canal, impairment of 
hearing, or infections, may ensue. 
The breathing passage may be
